The office action rejected claims 10, 13 and 15, 17 and 19 under §1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by Gillingham. The office action also rejected claims 10, 15 and 17-19 under 
§1 02(b) as being anticipated by Kobatake. The office action also rejected claims 10, 13, 15, 16 
and 19 under §1 02(e) as being anticipated by Morishita. Dependent claims 15-19 have been 
amended to depend from allowed claim 1 1 and independent claims 1 1 and 13 have been 
amended from independent form to depend from allowed claim 11. Since claims 11,13 and 15- 
19 as amended depend from an allowable base claim, the Applicant believes that the rejected 
claims are now allowable.

A new dependent claim 20 has been added with the element " wherein the first and 
second transistors are p-channel MOSFETS" taken from canceled independent claim 10.
